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At the instance of the Ministry of pacar 
Government of India and in pursuance of the 
Resolution of the General Council of the National 
Academy, the Government of Hyderabad formed a 
State Academy in affiliation to the National Academy 
of Dance, Drama and Music (Sangeet Natak 
Akadami.)

The recommendations of the.said meeting on the 
above matters were communicated to the Secretary, 
Sangeet Natak Akadami. 


The State Academi has so far done its best with 
the resources at its disposal to co-operate with the 
Academi as and when required and popularise its 
objects, to. urge institutions devoted to Music, Dance 
and Drama in the State to qualify and seek recognition 
by the Akadami. 
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The second daeeting of the State Academy was. 
held on the 2nd November 1953, to finalise arrange- 
ments with regard to the items of Folk Dancing 
allotted to thé Hyderabad State in the Republic Day 
(1954) celebrations at Delhi and other matters. 


The Gamuiites decided that in view of the short 
period at its disposal, the preparations for production - 
of the Folk Dance items such as Lambada Dance, 
Bathkamma Dance and Bhadrachalam Dance, may 
be taken in hand. The Committee, therefore, 
authorised organisers of these dance items to go ahead 
with the necessary arrangements. _

the Akadami Bulletin.
